Iraq has declared war against Ger- 
many, ordered the German minister to 
leave the country and locked up German 
nationals who are suspected of trying to 
aid the Nazis. This does not sound as im- 
portant as it is, Iraq being a small country 
and remote from the scene of conflict. 

But Mesopotamia, as it used to be call- 
ed, is a rich oil field. The action of its 
Government means that this vital fuel 
will not be drawn upon to drive the Fueh- 
rer’s airplanes, submarines and tanks, but 
will be available as and in whatever quan- 
tities needed to Britain and its allies. In 
these days of motorized fighting ma- 
chines, in the air and on land and water, 
an accessible supply of oil is an asset of © 
first consequence to a country at war. 

In the absence of a pipe-line to sea- 
board, Iraq oil is more important to the 
fighting forces of Britain and France in 
the present crisis than the great oil depo- 
sits in Alberta.

Canada and South Africa were not 
among the countries named by President 
Roosevelt in his recent proclamation of 
United States neutrality. For the reason

that these Dominions had not at that time 
broken off diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many. The suggestion thus arose in some 
quarters that, if Canada should for a time 
refrain from declaring war, arms and 
other munitions could still be imported 
from the United States into Canada and 
shipped thence to Britain and France. 

But the President's first proclamation 
specifically stated it to be illegal for a citi- 
zen of the United States to send “abroad” 
an armed vessel intended to be used 
against a belligerent or to be sold to a bel- 
ligerent. 

Secretary Hull explained airplanes, 
guns, ammunition, and all other classes of 
recognized war supplies are prohibited 
from export under the same conditions, 
Without such restriction, United States 
neutrality would be little more than a pre- 
tence, since it would be easy enough to 
arrange for shipment of these classes of 
munitions to any belligerent state by a 
round-about route through another neu- 
tral country. 

There is no way by which Britain and 
France can now obtain these supplies le- 
gally. Putting the case the other way; 
there is no way by which United States 
manufacturers of munitions can legally 
sell these to any of the belligerent coun- 
tries. If the stocks they have already ac- 
cumulated are to be disposed of, contracts 
filled, and advantage taken of the enor- 
mous market in prospect, Congress will 
have to revise the neutrality law on the 
lines proposed by the President.

A lady at dimmer told of being ad- 
jured with the rest of the congregation Sunday 
morning to go home and pray for peace. As she 
left the place of worship a newsboy ran up with 
an “extra” announcing that war had begun.

You don't have to be a Methodist to enjoy

Mrs. Harrison, 
with keen, feminine insight, traces the tortuous 
mind of the young clergyman drawn to his early 
loves, yet fearful to take one to wife. There are 
the makings of a dozen novels in this study of 
the racked soul—his refusal to accept love, his 
jealous public denial of the Sacrament to the 
girl who became the bride of another, his flight 
from America to avoid a defamation suit for a 
thousand pounds launched by the affronted hus- 
band, the tragic outcome of his teaching and pas- 
sion On the life of a married convert and his final 
absurd marriage to Mrs. Molly Vazeille, who 
drove him to seek peace in the life of an itiner- 
ant evangelist, and whose funeral did not 
attend. Indeed, it was from knowledge of Wesley 
and his band of militant Methodists that Emily 
Bronte drew her characters for Wuthering 
Heights. Jabez Bunting is clapped between the 
covers as “Rev. Jabez Branderham,” while in his 
passion of love for Catharine Heathcliffe behaves 
very like the son of Susanna in his dark moods.

How often in the course of human events 
has a man accomplished great things and been 
rewarded with contumely, official indifference 
and personal despair! Such was the fate of Paul 
deChomedy, Sieur de Maisonneuve, who had, in 
1642, directed by a Divine mission, founded Ville 
Marie, now the great city of Montreal. For 22 
years after that historic day, annually remem- 
bered now by Montrealers, Maisonneuve had 
directed the destiny of the infant colony, had 
defended it from Iroquois attacks, at the risk of 
his own life, having several narrow escapes, and 
instilling in his little band of colonists faith in 
God and confidence in the future. 

Then, as so often in the case of others, came 
intriguers, jealous of Maisonneuve’s popularity, 
eager to reap where he had sown and to graft for 
themselves and their companions, even if the 
colonists starved or froze. 

Governor de Mesy lent his aid to the grafters. 
He had Maisonneuve recalled to France in 1664, 
No direct charges of malfeasance or disloyalty 
were laid, but the bosses at Quebec had more 
friends at court than had Maisonneuve, who was 
kept for five long years petitioning for an in- 
vestigation, for justification, so that he might re- 
turn to Montreal. But that was denied, and on 
Sept. 9, 1669, 270 years ago, Paul de Chomedy 
formally resigned the office of governor of Mon- 
treal. A year later, on the same date, he died, 
of a broken heart, the recipient of charity, while 
those who had removed him from his great ad- 
venture were gathering in their spoils. Yet he 
is remembered, and will always be, while those 
who conspired against him are
